The Advocates for Children's 

Education (ACE) political action 

committee last Thursday outlined 

details of their campaign to “educate 

the town" about the need for passing 
an override of Proposition 2 1/2. 


Wilmington residents will vote 
April 16 on the override to fund the 
nearly $600,000 reopening costs of 
the Boutwell Elementary School, 
which advocates say is necessary to 
meet growing space needs problems 
in the school system. The average

Advocates define 
override cost

In an effort to define exactly what 
a Proposition 2 1/2 override, at a 
cost of approximately $40 per 
homeowner, will buy, the 
Advocates for Children's Education 
(ACE) political action committee 
prepared a list of questions and 
answers, presented by Chairwoman 
Carol Neville at an ACE meeting 
held last Thursday at Winchester 
Hospital. 

The answers given were intended 
to sway potential voters and assuage 
concerns held by parents who could 
have their children relocated to the 
Boutwell Elementary School. 

Given an override and Town 
Meeting funding, the Boutwell 
School for the 1994-95 school year 
would house six classes spanning 
grades kindergarten through 
fourth. In the fall of 1995 fourth 
graders would continue at the 
Boutwell in grade 5. 

As far as which students would be 
moved to the newly reopened 
school, ACE maintains that 
information will not be known until 
after the April 16 override vote. 
The three elementary school 
principals, Superintendent Dr. 
Geraldine O'Donnell and the school 
committee will have a hand in 
redistricting decisions, according to 
ACE. 

A large portion—of Neville's 
presentation was devoted to 
questions concerning staffing and 
student-teacher ratios. 

Neville stated that ACE is not 
looking for the 13-20 students per 
teacher ratio they feel is ideal. 

"Weare asking that the numbers 
drop from 30-plus to 20-25 
children in a classroom,” she said. 

The recent hiring of three 
additional elementary school 
teachers and one specialist will keep 
classroom sizes between 22-24 
students at the three elementary 
schools,” according to ACE, 

Many parents, according to ACE 
members, have expressed concerns 
over the quality of education at the 
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Boutwell, should it reopen and 
should their children be moved 
there. 

But according to ACE, "Dr. 
O'Donnell has stated that she will 
send only experienced staff to the 
Boutwell School." In fact, many 
within the PAC feel the Boutwell 
may offer the best elementary 
school services in town, if it is 
reopened. 

"If [the override] passes, there are 
going to be a lot of eyes on the 
Boutwell School," Neville stated. 

Costs for the reopening of the 
school have been broken down by 
ACE to-total $575,837. Of this, 
$242,800 will go to personnel 
salaries, with $189,325 slated for 
"other costs," ncluding 
transportation and electricity. 

An additional $96,455 will go 
towards the building itself, 
including costs for custodian 
salaries, fuel, and repairs. The 
remaining $43,657 would be served 
in employee benefits. 

The Boutwell School is currently 
occupied by the Abundant Life 
School, a private organization not 
bound to state standards set for 
public institutions, 


Saturday's great weather b 
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homeowner, should the override 
pass and funds be allocated at 
Annual Town Meeting, can expect 
to pay an additional $40 in property 
taxes. 

"What we need to get out is that 
this school is needed," ACE 
Chairwoman Carol Neville said to a 
group of 40 residents, comprised 
mostly of mothers of school-age 
children. 

While ACE will campaign 
town-wide, special attention will be 
paid towards gaining the support of 
board of selectmen members and 
the elderly, and acquiring the help 
of parents of children enrolled in 
Wilmington schools, which 
comprise roughly 20 percent of the 
population, 

"The parents are going to be our 
biggest allies," Neville said. "As 
parents, it's my opinion that we 
could have one of the biggest 
voices." 

That voice will be decidedly 
trained on winning over another 
potentially big voice - that of the 
elderly. To that end, Wilmington's 
Jim Savage spoke at the ACE 
meeting of the need for 
"generational responsibility.” 

“Just as [adults] have a 
responsibility to [the elderly], they 
have a responsibility to the young,” 
he stated. 

"They wanted the best for their 
child when they had them in the 
school system," Neville added, "and 
I want the best for my child, $42.39 
{a sample tax increase should the 
override pass] is a bargain for 
children's education. 

Neville, in pointing out that many 
members of the elderly community 
eventually sell their homes to 
relocate to warmer climates, 
warned that property values could 
lower if the quality of the school 
system lessens. 

ACE, through a post card 
campaign, will also target the board 
of selectmen. Selectmen Michael 
McCoy and Chairman Chester 
Bruce last Monday reported 
receiving many telephone calls 
against an override. 

"I feel we need to show the 
selectmen that there are a large 
group of people who support this," 
Neville said. Post card signatures 
collected by ACE will be presented 
to the board at an upcoming 
selectmen's meeting. 

ACE has already received two 
strong endorsements. The first 
came from Town Manager Michael 
Caira, who allocated funds for the 
Boutwell reopening in his 
preliminary budget presentation. 

The second has come from the 
School-Business Partnership, a 
group made up of local school 
system officials and businessmen. 
The partnership has pledged full 
support to ACE, and one local 
business has donated $300 to the 
campaign, according to Neville.

Bird watcher Wiberg pens 
book on art of hand feeding

The great popularity of wild birds 
has given us countless bird books, 
but there have-been only -a-few 
books on hand feeding wild birds. 
Now there is one more, and it was 
written in Wilmington. 

Avid bird watcher and backyard 
gardener Hugh Wiberg recently 
published his second book, Hand 
Feeding Wild Birds. Known for 
growing giant pumpkins, Wiberg's 
first book was on backyard gar- 
dening for the-beginner, Published 
20 years ago, it went through three 
editions. 

With no fewer than 64 photos of 
Wiberg's left hand, with bird or 
birds perched on it, the book is very

attractively laid out. There are 
plenty of other photos, and Wiberg 
couldn't resist showing off his 
granddaughter Alexis Cappozzi, 
hand feeding birds at age two. 

Wiberg has been hand feeding 
birds since the late 1970's, and has 
successfully hand fed eight varieties 
of birds. Easiest to land is the ever- 
popular Black-capped Chickadee. 
Others on Wiberg's list are Tufted 
Titmice, Red-breasted Nuthatches, 
White-breasted Nuthatches, Downy 
Woodpeckers, White-throated 
Sparrows, Mockingbirds and 
Cardinal: 

Landing a bird in your hand is an 
excercise in patience, taking weeks 
of repetitive visits, and standing 
absolutely still. The basic program 
is to put out food and stay nearby, 
allowing the birds to become used to 
your presence. Gradually moving 
closer, Wiberg eventually has his 
hand next to the food, with some 
food in the hand. When the nearby 


food is gone, the birds have a choice 
— Hugh's food or no food. One 
point worth mentioning, though, is 
that-this only works-in the winter; 
since there is ample food available 
in the wild during the remainder of 
the year. 

The activities described in the 
book are nearly all local, as Wiberg 
lives in North Wilmington. His 
favorite stomping ground is the 
Ipswich River Wildlife Sanctuary in 
Topsfield. It was there that he first 
saw a man hand feéding birds, and 
he asked how that could be done. 

Other locales for feeding activities 
include the Harold Parker State 
Forest, a local gravel pit, and 
Wiberg's back yard. Published in 
November by Annedawn Publishing 
Partners of Norton, the book has 
already sold about 3500 copies. It is 
available locally at Wilmington 
Center News, Mahoneys Two: in 
Tewksbury and Mahoney's Rocky 
Ledge in Winchester.

deductions for mortgage interest 
costs and for real estate taxes 
become. Indeed, this may be a

Negative political campaign 


Dear Larz: 

I hate negative political 
campaigning. | write this letter 
because I believe it is important to 
highlight the tactics of the 
Republicans in the State 
Representative race against Sandy 
Trainor.

It is unfortunate that the town does 
not provide a place for children to 
skate and play hockey as it does for 
other sports. We are fortunate that 
we are able to use the Ristuccia 
Expo Center, a private business, for 
our hockey program, The Expo 
Center has been very generous 
through the years to WYH although 
it has not always been publicized. 
We get 10 out of the 15 hours of 
prime time for our program. They 
have donated money to help those 
who are hardship cases, paid for 90 
game shirts, paid half of the cost of 
our clinic shirts, donated toward 
our fundraisers and allowed us to 
purchase equipment at their cost 
through the Pro Shop. Anyone 
involved in skating knows that this 


is one of the best rinks around in the 
state. 

Game schedules are determined by 
the leagues and have nothing to do 
with the center. We have had more 
games in Wilmington this year than 
before. Each team was allotted at 
least four practice sessions a month, 
but we know that during high school 
season we all have to give up time so 
that the high school team can fit in. 

Hockey programs, town and high 
school, are growing as you can see 
by the numbers of children in our 
programs. With more teams being 
formed, more ice time is needed. 
The Expo Center contracts the ice 
time to try and accommodate our 
Program as well as others. With 
many rinks closed, the need is there 
for all programs and the Center is 
trying to meet all our needs,

Training grants help residents 
back into workforce 


Training grants offered by 
Wilmington's Small Cities 
Employment Assistance Program 
have proven effective at getting 
residents back into the workforce. 
Five people have completed training 
in the last two months, four of 
whom are back at work, In all 12 
persons have been through the 
program with five more pending. 

In one success story, the individual 
secured a job with a level of 
responsibility similar to «his 
previous employment, but at an 
increased salary with excellent 
benefits. Another person's training 
enabled him to make a complete 
career change. Two other people 


smoveds inter jobs scomparable-to + 


those previously held. And though 
he doesn't have a firm job offer yet, 
the fifth person landed more 
interviews in the last few weeks than 
he did during the entire year prior 
to the training program. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
praised training program graduates 
for their perseverance and hard 
work. "I wish them and their 
families the best of luck for the 
future. They deserve it.” 

Caira pointed out that training 
grants are still available through the 
Town's Small Cities Employment 
Assistance Program, "Wilmington 
residents who meet_certain 
guidelines can obtain funds to earn a 
certificate through community 
college or technical training 
school,” he said. 

Training grants are only one 
component of the comprehensive 
aid offered through Wilmington's 
Small Cities Employment 
Assistance Program. Services 
include weekly employment 
seminars, a Job Resource Center 
with computers and printers, job 
listings, career assessment, 
counseling, a Job Search Support 
Group, and referrals to other 
employment programs that can 
benefit Wilmington residents in 
their job search. 


The next Employment Assistance 
Seminar, held February 28, features 
Gary Weichselbaum, branch 
manager of New Boston Systems, 
Inc., an information consulting 
firm. Weichselbaum will discuss the 
role of outsourcing firms in the 
changing economy. The seminar is 
open to all Wilmington residents at 
9:30 Monday morning in room 9 of 
the Wilmington Town Hall. 


Also on February 28, a workshop 
will be held in the Job Resource 
Center for those wanting help with 
resumes, cover letters, or computer 
skills. The Job Resource Center is 
located upstairs in the Wilmington 
Library adjacent to the Conference 
Room. Wilmington residents 
wishing to use the center must first 


register with the Small Cities

"It's not that pool was ever bad, it 
was the owners," explains Gary 
Lucchesi, who owns and operates 
Boomers Billiards on Main Street in 
Wilmington.

Mention the words “pool hall" and 
a mental picture forms. 

You imagine a shady place, thick 
with cigarette smoke and peopled by 
rough-looking characters in T-shirts 
and motorcycle leathers. Hardly the 
sort of place to take the kids, or even 
a respectable date. 

‘Not anymore. Those days are long 
gone. 

Pool halls of the past have given 
way to clean, bright, friendly places 
where one can go to enjoy one of the 
fastest-growing games in America. 
Tewksbury has a good example of a 
modern billiards room, on Main 
Street behind Deli King. 

Towne Line Billiards, owned by 
Robert and Carol Marcin, will not 
allow gambling, swearing, loitering, 
ot drugs and alcohol. They insist on 
proper dress, and proper behavior, 
and it shows. 

‘Towne Line is clean, well-lighted, 
and stocked with modern billiards 
equipment. When he went before the 
Tewksbury Board of Appeals asking 
permission to open, Robert Marcin 
promised a family-friendly facility, 
and he surely has one. To date, this 
réporter has never seen a request for 
a police visit at the billiards parlor, 
with the exception of one minor in- 
cident in the-parking lot over a year 
ago. Towne Line Billiards caters to 
a‘family crowd, particularly young 
adults and teens, and the image of 
the dark, shadowy pool hall fades as 
one walks through the door. 

The focus at Towne Line Billiards 
is the sport of billiards, period. The 
clientele is there to play and practice 
the game. 

Nadine Borofsky is the house pro 
at Towne Line, where she teaches 
the finer points of the sport, Nadine

is recognized as a pro by the Billiard 
Congress of America, and she takes 
an active role in the New England 
Women's "All About Pool" Tour, 
where she was named the Player of 
the Year for 1993. The tour makes 
12 stops, and Nadine is the hottest 
player in the tour. 

Nadine also offers a billiards class 
in the latest round of night courses 
by the Tewksbury "Community Ed- 
ucation” program. Half of the 10- 
week course is classroom work, and 
the second half is taught at Towne 
Line. Nadine said she was surprised 
to discover that her billiards class is 
made up almost entirely of women, 
with only two men in the class. 

Billiards, she said quoting from a 
recent sports poll, is the second most 
popular participatory sport, behind 
bowling, and the sport is growing in 
popularity. 


"Billiards is the sport of the 90s," 
she said, noting that women are now 
taking up the sport is large numbers. 

For the. casual player, Towne Line 
offers hourly table rentals, but there 
are contests for the adventurous. 


Towne Line offers a weekly 8-ball 
tournament on Monday nights, with 
a $16 entry fee; and Tuesday nights 
features a 9-ball tournament open to 
the public, There are also monthly 
tournaments, ranked by division so 
that mediocre players won't be eaten 
alive by red-hot pool shooters, and 
there are junior division and kids’ 
tournaments as well. The nighttime 
tournaments start at 7:30 p.m. 

Monday night is also ladies night, 
with half-price table rentals. 


League players also invade Towne 
Line Billiards, with a local 8-ball 
league meeting on Wednesday and 
Thursday nights, and a 9-ball league 
mecting on Sunday nights. 

Towne Line Billiards is open from 
noon to midnight Saturdays; noon to 
11 p.m. on Sunday; 12:30 to 11 p.m. 
Monday thru Thursday; and from 
12:30 to midnight on Fridays. 

Tables rent for $5 per hour during 
the day, for up to four players, but 
at 6 p.m. the rates to up to $5 per 
hour for a single player, $7 per hour 
for two players, and $9 per hour for 
three or four players. 

There are special table rental rates 
on some days of the week, so it is 
wise to check, or make reservations, 
by calling 851-0422.

Besides, I've wanted to put some 
fresh crappie in the freezer so my 
mother-in-law can make up a pot of 
her incredible "Fish Chowder.” It's 
to die for. 


So, I went to see my aunt and uncle 
on Long Pond in Tyngsboro. After 
swapping pleasantries and family 
news, I strolled virtually 100 yards 
off their back porch and set up shop. 
I was kept hopping with perch and 
crappie, and far too many small 
Pickerel, and for a while it seemed I 
would never get my fourth tipup in 
the water, For the first hour I was 
limited to only three tipups because I 
couldn't get away long enough to get 
another hole drilled. More than once 
I had a triple play in effect -- three 
flags at the same time. 

ee 

Fishing for the skillet means using 
smaller bait, and I've found just the 
place to get it. What a find! 

During an ice fishing derby I use 
big bait, the bigger the better. Extra 
large, please, and I'll use five-inch 
suckers if I can find them. Big bait 
won't be bothered by perch, and ina 
derby I'd rather not waste calories 
chasing down pointless flags all day. 
Big bait equals big fish, in my odd 
way of thinking. 

But fishing for the skillet means 
perch and hopefully crappie (calico 
bass to you natives) in the bucket, 
and the more the merrier. Smaller 
bait is the ticket for panfish, and I'm 
loathe to eat bass or pickerel. Perch 
and crappie are my mainstays when 
fishing for the freezer. 

Most bait emporia offer "small" 
shiners that are really "medium" in 
size, and I find that tiny minnows 
are the best for perch and crappie. 
Compare the size of the minnow to 
the size of a perch's mouth and you 
can see why tiny bait is necessary. 

The place for small bait is Bugs's 
Bait, on Route 38 in Lowell, just a 
few hundred yards from the O'Neill 
Bridge over the Merrimack. 

The owner (sorry, but I don't have 
his name yet), sells Arkansas shiners 
like everyone else, along with meal 
worms, earthworms, etc., but what 
he sells as "small" shiners are truly 
tiny. Most places sell their smallest 
minnows for $2 a dozen minimum, 
but at Bugs's these little gems go for 
only $1.25 a dozen.

“Roger” turns 41 this week 
and in June plans to celebrate 
two years on the job at Lotus 
Corp. in North Reading. As 
uneventful as it may seem, not 
too long ago the thought of hold- 
ing a steady job might have 
plunged Roger into a drug or 
alcohol binge. 

But as a member of “Flex 
Force,” a Greater Boston 
Rehabilitation Services (GBRS) 
program to find jobs for emo- 
tionally challenged people, 
Roger has become more confi- 
dent in his ability to succeed in 
life. 

“I learned a lot about myself 
just from working,” Roger said 
proudly from the production 
floor at Lotus. “I realized I had a 
lot of problems. I learned I can 
get by in life without doing 
drugs or drinking. For many 
years I couldn’t hold onto a job 
for beans. I found out how 
important attitude is. If you 
don’t have a good attitude, you 
can’t do anything.” 

GBRS, a nonprofit, Cam- 
bridge-based group, also works 
with other companies in eastern 
Massa-chusetts. The idea is to 
get people back on their feet by 
providing temporary work, with 
a long-term goal of finding full- 
time positions. 

“The Flex Force is a mix of 
people who have chronic illness- 
es or were born with disabilities 


who have been out of the labor 
force for a while,” explained 
GBRS President Terry Ann 
Lunt. “Most are here to get on 
their feet, build a work history, 
get a good reference, prove to 
themselves that they can do 
this, and go on to being 
employed fulltime.” 


Although some people dis- 
miss mental illness as foreign to 
them, recent studies show that it 
does not discriminate. Accord- 
ing to the findings of a mental 
health survey published in a 
recent edition of the Archives of 
General Psychiatry, 48 percent 
of Americans experience mental 
illness at some point in their 
lives. 

For Flex Force workers, their 
physical workplace is on the 
production floor, but mentally 
they're on a playing field with 
much more at stake than assem- 
bly line success. Just ask 
“Diane.” 

For three days each week, 
Diane wakes up at 3:30 a.m., 
catches a bus near her 
Dorchester apartment, takes the 
subway to North Station, gets 
the commuter train north to 
Wilmington, where she meets a 
shuttle that brings her to Lotus. 
She’s usually at work by 6:30. 
Her 8-hour shift on the assembly 
line begins at 7:30 and at the end 
of the day it’s the shuttle - com- 
muter train - subway - bus route 
back to the city.

“It’s a very challenging job,” 
Diane said. “It builds my self- 
esteem. I like the money. I can 
see a movie and buy some food 
with the money. But most of all 
the job keeps me going. I always 
said I was never going to come 
this far, but I made it. It hasn't 
always been easy.” 

Diane, 49, is the mother of 
twins (23) and lives alone. She is 
approaching her one-year 
anniversary at Lotus and says 
work keeps her from slipping, 
into depression. She is a regular 
visitor of the “Transitions of 
Boston” community help center. 
Similarly, Roger attends work- 
shops at the Horizon House in 
Wakefield, just a few miles from 
his Reading apartment. 


Mental health centers such as 
Transitions or Horizon House 
refer their people to GBRS, 
which matches them up with 
Flex Force participants, such as 
Lotus or any other company 
willing to take part. But don’t be 
fooled, Lotus has a job to do and 
wants effective employees. 

“The people who are here 
meet the needs of Lotus,” 
explained Christine Crevier, a 
Lotus production manager. 
“They help us get our product 
out the door. That’s what makes 
this such a successful program.” 

As such, the Flex Force work- 
ers are treated no different than 
other employees. “Our people 
have to be able to do the job,” 
GBRS’s Lunt said. “If they 
can't, we have job coaches here 
to try to solve the problem. Our

O'Donnell, who is built like a 
Sherman tank, and works as a 
heavy equipment operator for a 
construction company.

The fiery redheaded sister of 
mine was determined to fix 
Dan's wagon.

Woburn scraps 
spray paint 


By a 7-1 vote, the Woburn 
City Council has voted in favor 
of new regulations which 
include fines for any minor 
found in possession of spray 
paint without parental authority. 

Council members wish to 
send a message to both young- 
sters and parents that the crime 
rate is up; graffiti and vandal- 
ism are crimes; and they “will 
not sit and tolerate juvenile 
delinquency,” according to the 
Woburn edition of the “Daily 


Times Chronicle.” Alderman-at- 
large John Curran does not sup- 
port the ordinance, arguing that 
it finds all Woburn youths guilty 
without giving them a chance to 
prove their innocence. 

Based on legislation from 
Rhode Island, the regulations 
prohibit the sale of spray paint 
to anyone under 18 unless he or 
she is accompanied by an adult, 
and carry, fines for anyone 
under 18 found in possession of 
spray paint. 

The city is calling upon - and 
sending copies to - surrounding 
towns such as Burlington, 
Winchester and Stoneham to 
consider similar legislation.

they’ve changed their lives. By 
working, Roger says, he can bet- 
ter handle the tough times. “I 
used to bring up a lot of hatred 
and anger,” he said. “That would 
make me feel more depressed.” 
Although things pare better, he 
knows he’s not out of the dark 
yet. “I'm constantly fighting 
depression. But you've got to 
have enthusiasm and_self- 
esteem and be open-minded and 
try new things. I like to feel 
good about myself.” 

As much as it wants to, the 
GBRS is really only a small por- 
tion of a person’s life, in the 
physical sense. Clients typically 
work through the Flex Force or 
through other GBRS programs 
for anywhere between two 
months to two years. Unless 
clients stay in touch, GBRS has 
no means to monitor its ex- 
workers. 

One of the main goals of 
GBRS today is to expand its 
work force in eastern 
Massachusetts. They’re con- 
stantly enlisting companies to 
participate by showing them 
that emotionally challenged peo- 
ple are motivated, dedicated, 
hard workers. 

Diane is just one example. 
“Watching late television is a big 
no-no for me,” she said. With a 
3:30 a.m. wake-up call, who can 
blame her, At first it was tough 
rising that early, but no more. 
“Now I’m up before the alarm 
clock.”

Extending dorm life into real 
life, Lelaina has set up house- 
keeping with best friend Vickie 
(Janeane Garofalo), who is try- 
ing to pretend she's satisfied 
with a job at The Gap. Vickie 
makes it through her dead end 
life by getting stoned and sleep: 
ing around, but at least she's 
giving it a try. The same can't 
be said for super smart, grunge 
rocker Troy, played with poetic 
disdain by Ethan Hawke 
Choosing not to participate in 
life, he crashes on his friends’ 
couch and drifts in and out of 
meaningless, low-paying jobs 
He won't allow himself to take 
anything seriously, including his 
passion for Lelaina 


The last, and least interest- 
ing, of this group is Sammy, who 
has decided not to come to 
terms with his homosexuality by 
remaining celibate.

sympathetic characters, though 
he represents everything this 
group claims to despise. 

This is a character driven 
story, and what little plot there 
is centers on Lelaina and Troy 
maturing enough to commit as 
lovers. Stiller's direction is usu- 
ally right on the mark, but the 
dialogue - most important when 
the plot is weak - doesn't always 
deliver. Stiller uses funky sets, 
clothes and background music 
to visually evoke a generation 
trying to carve a life out of air 
and empty promises while hang- 
ing onto their humor. Childress, 
however, sometimes pushes too 
hard, resulting in occasional 
wordplay that's more inane than 
insightful. 

There is no denying that 
some of the dialogue is embar- 
rassingly self-indulgent. Yet 
Childress has captured an atti- 
tude that is rife with humor and 
unexpected cynicism.
